..ij~ without benefit of human associations, book larnin', 
nhigh-flown theories, or what have you. 


As a newspaper writer I know, as you also should 


know, that editorials (and all opinion-writing, for that 
matter) are less important than a good, honest report on 
history — whether it be in words or film. 


Walt Disney startled the whole world when he 


Pr°ught out his first animal documentary, "Beaver Val- 
ley . Here was a detailed film report whose subject was 
animals but whose meaning was for men. 


The documentaries will give you peace of mind in 


. $ these troubled times, for they tell you that all God's 


creatures make out somehow somewhere. 


The documentaries fortify the natural and honorable 


instincts of men, for they tell you that in the untutored 
jungle there is great courage and immense sacrifice 
so tnat the individual and his family may survive. Not all 
do, of course. 


But the story puts a mark and a challenge on man- 


kind as it faces its own problems in the world we call 
civilized.
